Sanskrit MSS. in Private Libraries in Southern India” has just 
reached us, containing the titles of 10,421 MSS., principally 
obtained from the districts of Salem, North Arcot, Chingleput, 
Tanjore, and the State of Mysore.

I. and 
II., and an Index of Authors mentioned in Vols. I. and II.

BOOKS ON SANSKRIT.—* A Sanskrit Primer, based on 
the ‘Leitfaden fiir den Elementarcursus des Sanskrit’ of 
Prof. Georg Biihler of Vienna. With Exercises and Voca- 
bularies. By Edward Delavan Perry, Ph.D., of Columbia 
College, New York.”—Prof. Biihler’s Leitfaden, which ap- 
peared at Vienna at the close of 1882, is a useful little intro- 
duction to the study of Sanskrit, containing copious exercises 
for practice upon the grammatical forms. But unfortunately 
it follows in every respect the native system of grammar, 
which prescribes much to be learned that the student must 


soon afterward carefully forget if he would be accurately 


informed upon the real facts of the language. Every teacher 
of Sanskrit knows—and it is felt still more forcibly by every 
self-taught student—how difficult it is to make just the right 
selections from a large grammar, and how numerous are the 
obstacles to the beginner’s progress in the first few weeks of 
translation. It seemed to the author of the revision that a 
combination of Biihler’s generally capital exercises, with a 
more reasonable and systematic presentation of only the 
most important features of the grammar, would make a useful 
book for the first instruction in Sanskrit. Accordingly, the 


whole book has been rewritten, the masterly grammatical 


system of Prof. Whitney being the guide; an introduction 
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there of expressions believed to be contrary to the usage of 
good Sanskrit writers; and the number of Lessons has been 
reduced from forty-eight to forty-five, by condensing the 
needlessly full description of aorist, precative, and the 
secondary conjugations. Care has been taken to retain 
nothing but what would supply the real needs of the beginner ; 
though the reviser, having in mind those who may take up 
this study without a teacher, has at times added explanations 
which otherwise had been left for oral communication by the 
instructor. It is hoped that the book may prove a useful 
introduction to the admirable Sanskrit Reader of Professor 
Lanman; and the reviser believes that it will be more ad- 
vantageous to begin with the Primer, which can be finished 
by an earnest class in sixteen or seventeen weeks (reckoning 
three lessons per week, with here and there an hour for 
review), and then to proceed rapidly with the Reader, than 
to take up the Grammar at once, as heretofore, and then 
creep along painfully in a connected text. ** Lanman’s 
Sanskrit Reader. With Vocabulary and Notes. By Charles 
Rockwell Lanman, Professor of Sanskrit in Harvard College. 
For use in Colleges and for private study. Parts I. 
and If., Text and Vocabulary.” Royal 8vo. xxiv. and 
294 pages. Strongly bound. — The results of compara- 
tive grammar are now so generally incorporated into 
our modern classical "grammars, lexicons, and text-books, 
that even a slight knowledge of Sanskrit is of great service 
to the classical teacher in making his instructions effective 
and interesting. ‘T'o render the language accessible to the 
classical teachers of our colleges and high schools, and to 
serve as a solid foundation for those who contemplate further 
studies in comparative philology or in the literature and 
religions of India, are the aims of the Reader. It is con- 
structed with especial reference to the needs of those who 
have to use it without a teacher. The text is in Oriental 
characters. The Sanskrit words of the other two parts are 
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in English letters. The text begins with the story of Nala. 
Then follow twenty fables of the Hitopadega, chosen for their 
intrinsic excellence and their interest as originals of well- 
known Occidental fables (“The Faithful Gellert,” ‘The 
Milkmaid who counted her Chickens before they were 
hatched,” etc.). To these are added six tales from the 
“Thousand and One Nights of Cashmere,” for exercise in 
rapid reading. The selections from the “ Laws of Manu” 
give a picture of the life of a Brahman, the legend of the 
creation, and the details of the doctrine of the transmigration 
of souls. These sixty-eight pages of classical Sanskrit are 
followed by thirty-seven pages of Vedic texts, so selected as 
to illustrate clearly the character and the mutual relations 
of the three great classes of Vedic works, the Hymns, the 
Brahmanas, and the Sutras. The selections from the Rig- 
veda embrace some of the easiest hymns and some of the 
best. The legends from the Brahmanas are specimens of the 
oldest Indo-Huropean prose extant. The Sutra chapters 
describe the interesting wedding and burial ceremonials. 
The Vocabulary is not a mere list of Sanskrit words with 
their English equivalents. Great pains have been taken, on 
the one hand, to show how secondary, tertiary, and later 
meanings of a word have grown out of the original meaning, 
and to illustrate these transitions of meaning by analogies 
from the English and other familiar tongues; and, on the 
other hand, to enable the student to trace every form back to 
its root by means of references to Whitney’s chapters on 
word-formation, and by giving the root itself and the inter- 
mediate forms, even when these latter do not occur in the 
text at all. Htymologically kindred words from the Greek, 
Latin, Anglo-Saxon, and English are given along with their 
meanings. These cognates will greatly aid the student in 
remembering the meaning of the Sanskrit words. The Notes 
(Part ITI., soon to be issued) will be as brief as possible, but 
will give ample assistance. They will interpret difficult pas- 
sages, explain allusions to the antiquities of India, and give 
concise literary introductions to the various selections. An 
important feature of them will be the constant references to 
Whitney’s Grammar, the work whose companion-volume this 
Reader is designed to be.

Cust loathes the practice, but he forcibly defends the final 
action of the Indian Government. The pamphlet is written 
for an American as well as an English public. 


AFRICAN PHILOLOGY.—At the meeting of the British 
Association at Aberdeen, on 10th September, Mr. R. N. Cust 
read a paper on the progress of African philology. Taking 
Dr. Latham’s paper on the subject read at the meeting of the 
British Association at Oxford in 1847, as a starting-point, 
Mr. Cust showed how, during the last 38 years, Atrican 
philology, or linguistic geography, had extended to a 
marvellous degree, and under the impetus given to the study 
of African languages by missionaries and travellers, new 
additions were being made every year to our knowledge. 


MALAYAN IN CORNELL UNIVERSITY. — A class in 
Malayan has lately been organized in the University, and 
commenced by Prof. Roehrig, on Monday, September 21st. 
Malayan is the easiest, the most easily pronounced, and 
the most well-sounding of the Oriental tongues, and one 
of the most wide-spread and practically useful languages 
in the world. ~Its importance for trade and business, 
and in maritime, consular and commercial relations with the 
richest and most favoured regions of the Hast can hardly be 
over-rated. Itis to the East Indian Archipelago what Italian 
is to the Mediterranean. Prof. Roehrig is said to be now 
busily at work preparing on a large scale a comprehensive 
Malayan Grammar, Hxercise-book and Reader, based ona 
new plan, and calculated to satisfy the wants of the mercantile 
agent and commercial correspondent, the scientific traveller, 
the naturalist, the missionary, the diplomatic or government 
official, as well as the demands of the literary man, the 
scholar and philologist. There is now at Cornell University, 
Ithaca, N.Y., the most extensive and complete Oriental 
department on the American continert, and that is owing to 
the steady and continuous efforts and the vigorous exertion 
of one man, Prof. Roehrig, who, after having established 
here, many years ago, the study of Sanskrit and Arabic, 
added, by degrees, the modern Arabic dialects, then the 
Persian, afterwards Turkish, and now the present course 
in the Malayan language. The attendance at these Oriental 
classes, though comparatively small, as from the nature 
of things cannot be expected otherwise, is constantly 
increasing from year to year; and this in many respects 
unique department of the University, it seems, will gradually 
find successful imitations in other institutions of learning 
throughout America, and promises, in the end, to have yet 
a very great and brilliant future. 

TURKISH AND ENGLISH LEXICON.—The third part of 
the valuable Turkish and English Lexicon by J. W. Redhouse, 
LL.D., M.R.A.S., etc., has just been issued by the American 
Mission Press of Constantinople (A. H. Boyajian). 

STUDIES ON ANCIENT CYPRIAN ART AND WORSHIP. 
—We are from time to time reminded of the rich stores of 
Archseological antiquities in the British Museum, and the 
care with which they are preserved, by such books as that of 
Dr. Holwerda’s “Studies on the Art and Worship of the 
Ancient Cyprians,”* which owes its origin to a careful 
examination of the Cyprian antiquities in the above-men- 
tioned institution. These “Studies” show Dr. Holwerda to 
be a keen and careful observer, and he has produced a 
valuable monograph on the art and worship of the ancient 
races of the islands and shores of the Mediterranean Sea. 
The five chapters into which his book is divided show with 
undeniable proofs that the Semite and Hgyptian races left 
an unmistakeable impress on ancient Cyprian civilization, 
which exercised a most important influence on the other 
parts of Greece. He first treats of the ancient sanctuaries 
which were brought to light by the excavations of General 
Cesnola; then secondly, the Vases, both the smaller sculp- 
tures of terra-cotta and the larger ones of limestone. 
Thirdly, he speaks of the bronze dish from Idalion, and 
fourthly about the portraits of horsemen, priests, dancing 
and performing priestesses, and also discusses the opinions 
of Renan and Chabot. YFifthly, and lastly, of Kyprogenia, 
and enunciates his opinions of the mighty influence exercised 
by Cyprus on the whole of Greece. He shows how the old 
tradition of Aphrodite has been exploded, and that the 
Cyprian triumphed with the Greek. It is hardly necessary 
to point out how his theory revolutionizes mythology, and 
throws light on certain obscure passages in the works of 
ancient classical authors; for instance, the famous fragment 
from Sophocles, Trag. 678, Stob. L. X.111—6. Hven students 
who do not agree with all his conclusions will acknowledge 
that he has made some remarkable discoveries. He has 
produced his work in the German language, as he wished to 
communicate his views to archeological scholars in Berlin. 
It is illustrated by prints taken from photographs, and is 
published by the well-known firm of J. Brill, of Leyden.

The languages represented by 
the proverbs in the book are English, Roumanian, French, 
German, Italian, Spanish, Dutch, Danish, Portuguese, and 
Latin. There are over 360 proverbs in this collection, but 
every one of them are not found in all of the ten languages, 
though many are. 


VOLK SONGS.—Mr. Henry Phillips, jun., of Philadelphia, 
has translated from the ‘‘ Acta Comparationis Litterarum 
Universarum” a little volume of Magyar, Transylvanian 
Roumanian, and Transylvanian Ziegeuner, Volk Songs, the 
originals of which were collected by the learned Dr. Hugo 
von Meltzel, of Kolozsvar, Hungary, in his Journal ‘‘ Ossze- 
hasonlité Irodalomtorténelmi Lapok.” Mr. Phillips has 
succeeded in rendering these Volk Songs into flowing English 
verse, the simplicity of the language bearing the impress of 
being a faithful rendering of the original. 


LIBRARY OF ABORIGINAL AMERICAN LITERATURE.— 
Dr. D. G. Brinton, of Philadelphia, has now in the press the 
sixth volume of his “ Library of Aboriginal American Litera- 
ture.” It is the “ Annals of the Cakchiquels,” written by 
a native about 1560, and never heretofore printed. The 
Cakchiquels were a semi-civilized tribe in Guatemala, and 
were reported by the first Spanish explorers to have annals 
reaching back 800 years before the Conquest. The work 
will be printed from the unique original MS. in the peculiar 
alphabet of that tongue. 


FORNALCARSOGUR NORDRLANDA (VIKING TALES OF 
THE NortH).—The undersigned has undertaken to publish

THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES. — 
Messrs. D. Lothrop, of Boston, have issued a useful book by 
Miss Anna Laurens Dawes, for the young people of the 
United States, and also suitable for the older ones of other 
nations, on the constitution and government of the United 
States, on a similar plan to Mr. Fonblanque’s book on the 
government of Great Britain, ‘‘ How Weare Governed.” Miss 
Dawes’ book exactly meets the popular needs. It does not deal 
oracularly with governmental matters or assume to teach 
statesmen. It simply endeavours to explain, in the briefest 
and simplest way, the Constitution of the United States, and the 
methods of government which exist under and in accordance 
with it. The author says, ‘‘ I have had in view the fact that we 
are month by month trying to assimilate thousands of men to 
whom our institutions are strange and incomprehensible, and 
who therefore give ready credence to all manner of specious 
and deluding doctrines, but whose minds may be entered 
through a plain path. It has consequently been my aim to 
state the great principles which underlie our national life as 
simply as possible.” The work is prefaced by the Constitu- 
tion, with its several amendments, The author then takes 
up its provisions in order in consecutive chapters, explaining 
the terms and intent of each, and showing why and on what 
grounds they were adopted. The first chapter has for its 
text the preamble of the Constitution, and sets forth the im- 
portance of government, and the advantages of its form in 
the United States. The second chapter deals with Congress, 
and enters very fully into the details of the make-up and 
workings of that body. The third chapter describes the 
powers and privileges of Congress as a single body, while 
chapters fourth and fifth deal with the’methods and customs 
of the two houses in their separate capacities. Subsequent 
divisions of the book treat of the election of a President; the 
duties of the President; the Executive department; the 
judiciary system; the legal rights of the individual under 
the Constitution; the rights and privileges of a citizen of the 
United States; the duty of the citizen; the States and the 
Territories, and some of the duties of the nation. The closing 
chapter is a general view of the government, and a summing 
up of what has been previously said. 


RICHARD GRANT WHITE’S LIBRARY.— Messrs. Bangs 
and Co., of New York, will sell on Nov. 16th and following 
days, the library of the late Richard Grant White the Shake- 
sperian scholar.

THE FUTURE, PRESENT, AND THE PAST.—Mr. J. Nal- 
latambi, the head master of the Arcot American Missionary 
Seminary, has published a volume (printed by Addison and 
Co., Mount Road, Madras) ‘‘The Future connected with the 
Present and the Past, with Explanatory Remarks based upon 
the Prophecies of the Bible.” The author is a native 
Christian, and he invites readers to peruse it without pre- 
judice, and with care and attention; and if they do so, they 
will find ample matter for deep thought and careful con- 
sideration. 


STATISTICS OF LABOUR.—The Sixteenth Annual Report 
of the Bureau of Statistics of Labour (for the State of 
Massachusetts), issued in August, 1885, is divided into five 
parts. Part I. is an Examination of the Industrial City of 
Pullman, Illinois, where the manufacture of the world- 
renowned Pullman cars is carried on. This city is a scien- 
tifically-constructed one. The site was perfectly drained, 
which operation cost one million dollars, before any erection 
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appeared above the surface; its sewage is utilized on a farm, 
which is capable of using the refuse of 50,000 people. Part 
II. of the Report is devoted to Sunday Labour. Part 
IIT. is a Comparative Table of Wages and Prices from 1860 to 
1888 in Massachusetts and Great Britain. Part IV. is an 
Historical Review of Wages and Prices, 1752-1860; and 
Part V. is Health Statistics of Female College Graduates. 


THE INTEROCEANIC PROBLEM.—Mr. Elmer L. Cor- 
thell delivered an address before the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, at the thirty-fourth meeting, 
at Ann Arbor, Michigan, August 26th, this year, on the 
‘‘Tnteroceanic Problem, and its Scientific Solution.” Mr. 
Corthell writes in favour of a Ship Railway across the more 
northern portion of the Isthmus at Tehuantepec. ‘This would 
make the Isthmus route available for sailing vessels, as it 
would not take them out of the influence of the trade winds, 
which the Panama route will, it being only of use to steamers. 
Perhaps we may eventually see both routes utilized, The 
paper is illustrated by plans showing the feasibility of an 
Interoceanic Railway. 


CHEMICAL PERIODICALS.—Dr. H. Carrington Bolton, 
Professor of Chemistry in Trinity College, Hartford, Conn., 
has issued an ‘‘ authors’ edition” for private circulation of his 
very useful and copious “ Catalogue of Chemical Periodicals,” 
which embraces the titles of the principal chemical periodicals 
of all countries, from the rise of the literature to the present 
time. This catalogue was originally a paper prepared for the 
“ Annals of the New York Academy of Sciences,” vol. iii. 
Nos. 6 and 7. 

AGRICULTURE IN THE UNITED STATES.—We have 
received from the Honourable Commissioner of Agriculture 
of the U.S.A., New Series Reports Nos, 21 and 22, August 
and September, 1885, on the condition of the Crops, Rates of 
Transportation, and International Dairy Stastistics, Also 
from the Honourable Commissioner of Agriculture for South 
Carolina Circulars of Immigration, Nos. 5, 7, and 8, for 
August Ist and 15th, and Sept. 15th, 1885. South Carolina 
seems to be slowly regaining her old prosperity now the 
“ Carpet-bag ” system of government has come to an end. 


COFFEE CULTURE IN BRAZIL AND JAVA.—We have 
before us a bulky book of 604 pages (Martinus Nijhoff, the 
Hague; W. H. Allen & Co., London), purporting to be a 
Report on Coffee-Culture in Brazil and Java, and in America, 
Asia, and Africa, made by Mr. C. F. Van Delden Laerne to 
his Excellency the Minister of the Dutch Colonies. More 
than a third of this book is devoted to an historical, political, 
social, and geological history of Brazil, which, though ably 
written, has nothing to do with coffee-planting, and adds to 
the expense of the book. Mr. Van Delden Laérne, who 
seems to be a careful observer, has madea very full report on 
coffee-growing in Brazil, and a short one on coffee-planting 
in the Dutch Hast Indies; but what he says about Africa only 
consists of a few pages of statistics; and of the African 
(Liberian) coffee-plant which he met with in Brazil, he does 
not seem to have a very high opinion, although it is said to 
be exempt from the diseases incident to other kinds of coffee- 
shrubs, and its flavour quite equal to the best Java berry. 


SPELLING REFORM.—From the Bulletin of the (American) 
Spelling Reform Association we find that the Rev. William 
Taylor, the Methodist Bishop of Africa, has taken with him 
a supply of Phonetic New Testaments for teaching the 
natives, who speak four hundred and twenty different dialects 
and languages. HNaLisH.—The Japanese have formed a 
society for Romanizing the language and getting rid of the 
4000 Chinese characters now necessary, so that Japan will 
soon be on the high road towards the adoption of phonetics. 
The Ottoman Porte has decided for a reform of spelling in 
the Department of Public Instruction. So the report says. 
After Japan and the “unspeakable Turk” having shown so 
much progress, perhaps China, England, America, and other 
laggard nations will ‘‘cum up and be reformd.” 


HAVANA CIGARS.—Megsrs. F. D. Canfield and Co., of 
Philadelphia, have issued a small brochure of 48 pages on 
‘‘Havana Cigars, How they are Made and Sold,” by Mr. F. 
H. Meyer, formerly a cigar manufacturer in Havana. Mr. 
Meyer’s little treatise is evidently the production of a gentle- 
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man well versed in the ins-and-outs of cigar manufactures 
and has, as he says he ‘‘ hopes he has,” produced an account: 
of Cuban cigar manufacture that will prove interesting and 
profitable both to manufacturers and smokers. This industry, 
which has heretofore been a mystery as far as outsiders were 
concerned, is no longer so now Mr. Meyer’s account of it has 
been printed; it contains a complete description of brands, 
makers, the trade, stripping of the fillers and wrappers, 
making the different kinds, bundling, and the leaf. 


THE TENTH VOLUME OF THE TENTH CENSUS.—Of all 
the volumes of the Tenth Census, which have been and are to 
be issued, the tenth on rock oil possesses a special and unique 
interest. pertaining particularly to America. The petroleum 
industry having been first developed in the United States, we 
naturally look across the Atlantic for the collected experience 
of the trade; therefore Mr. S. F. Peckham’s ‘‘ Report on the 
Natural History of Petroleum, together with a description of 
the methods employed in the production, transportation, and 
sale of petroleum in the United States,” etc., etc., which 
forms a portion of the tenth volume of the Census, will long 
be a standard of reference for information on rock oils, The 
other portions of this important volume are a “ Report on 
the Manufacture of Coke,” by Joseph D. Weeks, and a 
‘* Report on the Building Stones of the United States, and 
Quarry Industry,” by several experts. This latter mono- 
graph contains plates of the magnificent marbles found in 
the United States; each monograph is illustrated with plates 
of aie machinery used in three industries represented in the 
volume.
